Turning on your AM radio 
will tell you that a lightning 
‚ Storm is nearby.- The lightning ` 
bolt causes static-but the 
radio carf't tell you where the 
storm is located. SkyScan not 
only detects the lightning but 
can calculate its distance. 

SkyScan uses thimble-sized 
antennas to detect bursts of 
electromagnetic radiation. in 
the form of very low frequency 
radio signals generated by the 
lightning flashes. A niicrochip 
analyzes each incoming signal. 

“A lightning bolt produces a 
burst of white noise that occurs 
primarily under frequencies of 
one megahertz,” said Edward 
Shaver, the designer of 
SkyScan. “That’s where most

Saver said he discovered cer- 
tain “idiosyncrasies” about 
lightning's electromagnetic 
profile that cen, be üsed to dis« 
tinguish it from other signals. 
"There are certain frequencies 
that we found have a little 
more activity," he said. 

Those frequencies determine 
the strength and distance of 
the lightning bolt. SkyScan 
reports the distance of the bolt 
in four categories: 0-3 miles, 3- 
8 miles, 8-20 miles and 20-40 
miles. ч 

Shaver tested SkyScan dur- 
ing the summer of 1994 at a 
little league baseball camp in 
Pennsylvania. “It never failed,” 
said Dennis Sullivan, a 
spokesman for the camp.

Current VA eligibility rules 
“arce VA doctors to treat veter- 
ans in costly hospital beds 
when outpatient care would be 
equally appropriate and far 
less‘expensive.

School kids use GIS computer program

Future city planners and commissioners 
might find a new group of informed citizens 
investigating their proposals - middle and high 
school students using advanced mapping tech- 
nology available at the University of Florida’s 
Р.К. Yonge Developmental Research School. 

The Geographic Information System (GIS) is 
computer technology that provides extensive 
information about a specific region, which can 
be used in a variety of classroom lessons, said 
Paul Becht, a UF education professor and sci- 
ence and technology coordinator at P.K. Yonge. 
Arcview, as the GIS software is called, was 
introduced in the fall and is used by students in 
sixth through twelfth grade. Software also is 
being developed for students as young as 10. 

The idea, at least in part, is to create a better- 
informed public. , 

"This is a treméndous tesource for students, 
which will hopefully start'to increase communi- 
ty awareness," said Becht, “The program really 
gets the students involved. This is not a passive 
activity, like watching a video. This software 
gets students actively involved in setting out 
data: bases and getting layouts on the comput- 
er.” 

Students can call up a region on a computer, 
then see what the effects of different data, such 
as increased population, rainfall or new con- 
struction would have on the area. 

“One of the lesson plans we used recently 
involved social studies questions in urban areas 
and population densities,” Becht said. “The stu- 
dents looked at hazardous waste dumps,-where 
they are located in the community and what the 
environmental impact is." 

High school students have worked on a num- 
ber of other urban planning projects, including 
road construction around greenways, urban 
demographics and business locations. 

“The students can overlay where roads are 


going to be built and вее how this-will affect the ^ 


ecology and environment ofan area,” Becht 
said. "They can also see the effect of proposed 
landfills on the aquifers and suggest more réa- 
sonable sites for the landfills." 


The curriculum used at P.K. Yonge is part of 
the GIS program developed through the UF 
GeoPlan Center and libraries, in cooperation 
with several state agencies, including the Fla. 
Departments of Transportation, Community 
Affairs and Environmental Protection. The goal 
of the GIS project is to make urban planning 
data available to the public. 

“The P.K. Yonge project is just a part of a 
much bigger project, where we are trying to 
develop a statewide GIS repository for dates,” 
said Paul Zwick, UF research scientist and co- 
director of the GIS project. “We are trying to 
disseminate this data, since all of this data was 
paid for with tax dollars. We are trying to closd 
the loop and give this information back to the 
people.” 

Previously, only state agencies had access to 
this information, which was stored in an 
extremely large data base. 


“Historically, the transfer of data 


was very difficult,” said Zwick. “Now that this - 


information čan be contained оп a CD-ROM, 
our main objective is to distribute this datq 
through a variety of sources, including schools 
and libraries.” 

The lesson plans being developed at P.K. 
Yonge soon will be available through the World 
Wide Web. This will give students the chance to 
collaborate with their peers around the world, 
and teachers would Rave. access to P.K. Yonge's 
lesson plans. 

"First, we are putting the information. ona 
CD-ROM, then the information wilPbe put on a 
Web site along with the lesson plans that wé 
have developed," Becht said. "Downloading this 
information distributes our lesson plans for ust 
right away.” 

Once students have access to the information 
on these data bases, Becht said, they can 
inform their parents, friends and other mem- 


‘bers of the community. 


“We feel that if we can start in the schools, 
the students will acquaint their parents witl 
the information they find, which will hopefully 
have a cascading effect throughout the commu- 
nity,” Becht said. “This will put control of the 
environment back in the hands of the people.”

“This year’s results show significant 
“improvement by.students in. tenth 
“rade,” said Brogan, a former public 
school teacher and principal. "This 
“feedback is a positive indicator that 
chools are focusing on writing on a 
“daily basis and integrating the teach- 
ing of writing in all subject areas," 
(Commissioner Brogan said. 
У, This year 30% of students tested in 
grades 4, 8, and 10 - 118,286 out of 
95,218 tested - scored a 4.0 or better 
n the Florida Writes! test, which is 
graded on a scale of 1.0 to 6.0. By 
oomparison, in 1996 less than 28% of 
ll students testéd.- 105,457 out of 
* 882,154 tested - scored 4.0 or above. 
Commissioner Brogan released the 
statewide results today in Tallahassee 
at Rickards High School where he pre- 
sented certificate of accomplishment to 
9 tenth graders who scored 5.5 and 6 
tenth graders who scored a perfect 6.0. 
The state writing assessment pro- 
gram, Florida Writes!, was adminis- 
tered to students in grade 4 on 
January 21, and to students in grades 


‘age combined score for students in - 


| Florida Writes! and so does it’s students. 
| Florida Tenth Graders Show Improvement in Writing 


8 and 10 on February 5. Two types of 
writing were assessed at each level; 
expository and narrative writing in 
fourth grade and expository and per- 
suasive writing in grades 8 and 10. 

Results for 1997 continue to reflect 
the pattern of general improvement in 
writing achievement since the first 
Florida Writes! test administration in 
1993. While fourth graders in 1993 
achjeved a combined score of 2.0 on a 
scale of 1 to 6 (6 being highest), 1997 
fourth graders achieved a combined 
score of 2.9 in, 1994 (no test was 
administered in 1993) to a combined 
score of 3.6 in 1997. While eight 
graders’ results dipped slightly from a 
combined average score of 3.5 last year 
to a 3.4 in 1997, eighth graders are 
writing at higher levels today than in 
1993 when the combined score average 
was 3.0. 

“It is clear that the teaching of writ- 
ing skills and the attention given to 
individual students is the key to the 
improvement of our students’ writing 
ability,” Commissioner Brogan said. 

The new Sunshine State Standards, 
approved by the State Board of 
Education in May of 1996, set the 
benchmarks for writing achievement 
measured by Florida Writes!. The 
Florida Department of Education is 
continuing to expand its efforts to sup- 
port and assist teachérs and principals 


who are incorporating Florida’s rigor- 
ous standards гіпёо -their classroom 


instruction. During the 1996-97 school ` 


year, teachers were provided with a 
CD-Rom training program that 
enables teachers and students to 
develop a more thorough understand- 
ing of the standards. required by 
Florida Writes!. The interactive pro- 
gram provides training in how Florida 
Writes! is scored. Teachers also receive 
Florida Writes!, a publication that 
uses examples of student papers to 
demonstrate levels ‘of student writing. 
Included in these publications are 
examples of student responses to the 
1997 writing topics and reasons why 
each response received а particular 
score. Students in grades 8 and 10 and 
parents or guardians of fourth graders 


_also receive guides to help them under- 


stand the writing scores. These guide- 
lines describe the purpose -of the 
assessment and how papers are scored. 

The scores geherated from the 
Florida Writes! esgessment provide a 
good estimation of students' achieve- 
ment in expressing ideas in writing. 
The test is important to Florida 
Schools because no other measure 
offers a rigorous comparative yard- 
Stick to students, parents, educators, 
and the public about student achieve- 
ment in writing throughout the state.
